Booms like an epidemic must first make 
n start, and then gradually spread over 
the surrounding country. Every lo- 
cality of any promise in Nevada should 
be kept constantly before the people, 
and not built up at the expense of some 
other section, equally as good or better. 
If some of the papers iu this State 
would take more interest in representing 
the advantages of the locality in which 
they exist, and devote less space to 
criticising efforts that ure being made 
elsewhere to show the country up, 
much good might follow. 
California, 


instead of ridiculing the efforts made by 
the people in the southern portion of 
that State, encouraged them, and it was 
not long until the effect of the effort 
was felt all over the State. 
It did not 


stop there. 
Oregon and Washington 


Territory put their shoulder to the 
•wheel; and received their full sharo of 
the prosperity that followed. 
If one 


county, or one valley or town is to an- 
tagonize another, the people of this 
State can never hope to see nny activity 
in the shape of real estate transfers, or 
our population increased. Now is the 
time for united action, and without a 
dissenting voice, the people should join 
in the grand object and bring Nevada 
to the front.

NEVADA ABOVE AUL. 


The Esmeralda News pertinently ob- 


serves: 


The mortality roll in the Eastern 


cities has been greatly increased by the 
hot wave that has passed over portions 
of the country. 
By the intensity of the 


lie at numerous deaths have been re- 
corded, sun-strokes being the order of 
the day in Chicago, St. Louis, New York 
and other large centers of the East. In 
portions of California the heat has 
shriveled and dried the fruit hanging on 
the trees, while here in Nevada the mer- 
cury has been about the same as in tho 
East and in California, and yet there 
has been no complaint whatever. Sun- 
stroke is as rare in Nevada as an honest 
Legislature is; there has not been a 
case of sun-stroke this year, notwith- 
standing there has been hundreds of 
men exposed to the sun by out-door em- 
ployment. The nights in the East are 
spent in a sort o! a tormenting way, 
from which there is no relief; the close- 
fitting, murky atmosphere lingers on 
and around miserable humanity, that 
toss about on sleepless couches, and 
awake, weakened and fatigued, to face 
the blazing heat of another day. 
The 


Winters are excessively cold, causing as 
much distress as do tho Summers, while 
here in Nevada tho nights are cool, per- 
mitting a cover of at least one pair of 
blankets. 
Nevada, above all, is God's 


own country, its inhabitants are strangers 
to cyclones, biting frosts and intense 
heat; they never experience the climatic 
disturbance so familiar to the East. 
How soon will tho Eastern people learn 
of our hospitable climate, delightful 
scenery and the immensity of our re- 
sources ? 
When will they learn that 


this is the State for them to obtain com- 
fortable homes, which, by the excellence 
of our climate, are proof against the 
hostility of such weather as experienced 
in tho Eastern States ? 


The Carson Tribune says: 
It is about time that the ranchers of 


Carson and other valleys awoke to a re- 
alization 
of the tact that investing 


money in boring for water would likely 
tsrn out the most profitable investment 
possible. In Carson valley especially 
is the greatest need for endeavoring to 
find artesian water, for the reason that 
the Winters vary so much, and the 
snowfall is not to be depended upon for 
furnishing a sufficient water supply. 
At this time the grain all through the 
valley is literally burned up, cannot 
ripen and must be used for cattle feed. 
When snow falls early in the season a 
good Summer flow may be expected, 
but whenever the contrary occurs mat- 
ters are as now, for late snow does not 
pack, bat goes off in the first warm 
spell. 
There is no reason why water 


should not be procurable by using the 
proper means, all along the rising ground 
of Carson Valley, and the farmers are 
their own worst enemies in not combin- 
ing together and ascertain ing whether 
or not artesian wells would prove suc- 
cessful. It is owing to petty jealousies 
and lack of unanimity in action that 
Carson City has not at the present time 
a population double what it is, and from 
all reports the same occurs in the val- 
leys. This is a good time to refer to ir- 
rigation affairs, and it is to be hoped 
that the Tribune's readers in Douglas 
county will consider the matter and act 
thereon, for whatever helps Douglas 
county aids the prosperity of the whole 
State, and a stir among the dry bones in 
that part of the State may can so a rat- 
tling all over Western Nevada. 


A Slieria»u Boom. 


CHICAGO, August 8.—The News' Wash- 


ington special of August 7th says: An 
intimate friend of ex-Attorney-General 
Brewster, who recently conversed with 
him on political affairs, says that during 
the conversation Mr. Brewster expressed 
his judgment on the Republican Presi- 
dential candidates in a generous and dis- 
criminating manner. He believes, how- 
ever, that the Republican party must 
nominate a candidate who lepresents 
the heart and conscience of the nation, 
or it would not win. He had very little 
faith in brass bands or conventions, but 
profound faith in the people. If they 
could look at events without the glamour 
of conventions the nomination of Sheri- 
dan would be the incarnation of the gen- 
ius and force of Republican sentiment. 


It would be the taking of tbe last of 


oui immortal heroes and plociug him in 
the pantheon beside Washington, Jack- 
son, Harrison, Taylor acd Grant. Yet 
he did not see the inflnerce that would 
nominate Sheridan. 
Profoundly admir- 


ing him as a friend and P. hcio, he did 
not think tbe party would be brave 
enoogh to nominate him. Politicians 
would never nominate others than poli- 
ticians when there was the least chance 
of winning. He had greiil irspect and 
sympathy for the labor movement, for 
the cause it championed, although he 
had seen little cause to admire the wis- 
dom of the labor leaders. There was 
more to be found for natural advantage 
within the scope and purposes of the 
Republican party than in any other 
available political party.

NEW YORK, Angnst 6.—In yesterday's 


Standard Henry George says that it is 
necessary that the platform to be adopt- 
ed by the United Labor Party Conven- 
tion, which is to meet at Syracuse on 
the'-Wth, firmly and clearly define the 
position of the party with relation to so- 
cialism. This is rendered nerps'ary by 
the organized endeavor of the State, or 
German socialists, to impress their pe- 
culiar views upon the party, an endeav- 
or that has become so notorious that any 
disposition to evade the issue of whether 
or not the United Labor party indorses 
their views would give its enemies a 
serious pretext to make tho charge that 
it does. 


Irish Blot*. 


BELFAST' August 7. —A partj of Na- 


tionalists, members of tbe Foresters, 
went to Portrush to-day on two special 
trains. They were met at Portrush 
station by a crowd of Orangemen and a 
sharp fight ensued, bottles and stones 
being used as missiles. All of the de- 
cent inhabitants and the English and 
American tourists who happened to be 
in town took refuge in their houses. 
The disturbance was finally quelled by 
the police. 
While returning to Belfast 


the Nationalists were stoned all along 
the line by the Orangemen, who had 
been informed of the riot at Portrush. 
Nearly all tho windows of the trains 
Were broken. The Nationalists replied 
with bottles and pistols. A youth, who 
was standing on the bridge at Bally- 
mony station when the trains passed, 
was uhot and has since died. A Pres- 
byterian minister and a youth were 
wounded at Ballymony. 
When the 


trains arrived at Belfast 
there was 


further trouble, but the police soon re- 
stored order.

BAKEBSPIELD, August 6.—The Sher- 


iff arrived from New Mexico this morn- 
ing, having in custody Thurston and 
Theodore Lee, brothers, charged with 
the murder of John Smith last January, 
whose body was found partially buried 
beneath some rocks with his skull frac- 
tured, near White Wolfe Springs in 
this county, the particulars of which 
were published in the Chronicle at tbe 
time. 
The statements made by the men 


in detailing their movements after leav- 
ing Bakersfield in company with Smith 
do not agree. The examination will 
take place in a few days. A reward of 
$300 has been offered by Governor 
Bartlett for the arrest and couvicton of 
Smith's murderers. The IJeo brothers 
have relatives living in Traver, Tulare 
county. 


Preller's Murderer. 


ST. Louis, August 7.—The respite 


granted Maxwell by the United States 
Supreme Court has caused much indig- 
nation among law-abiding people. It is 
held that the prisoner had a fair trial 
and was convicted of a most heinous of- 
fense. The case was passed upon by 
the highest State Court and the judg- 
ment of the lower Court was affirmed. 
Now, upon the plea that constitutional 
points are involved, tbe attorneys are 
tricky enough to secure a writ of error 
from a member of tbe United States Su- 
preme Court. Maxwell feels very much 
improved at present. An attorney of 
distinction said last evening that the 
carrying of the case to the Federal Su- 
preme Court would simply carry him a 
little longer; that there is no possibility 
of really picking a flaw in the case.
